resigned today. The directorates of the 
four railroad companies comprising thy 
New York Central system accepted his 
resignation. 
It 
will become effective 


New Year's day. 
A. H. Smith, senior 


vice president of the lines, it is reported, j 
will succeed him. 


Mr. Brown is 60 years old and has 


been in railway service for more than 
forty-four years. 
He has been presi- 


dent of the New York Central for the 
past five years. Prior to that he was 
for two years senior vice president of 
the system and for five years in charge 
of operation and maintenance. As presi- 


• dent of the lines he was coramander-in- 


ehief of an army''of 160,000 'employes. 
His letter of resignation was addressed 
to the directors of the four companies 
•which comprise the system, viz: 
The 


New York Central and Hudson River 
Railroad company, the Lake Shore & 
Michigan 
Southern Railway company, 


the Michigan Central Railway company 
and the Cleveland, Cincinnati, Chicago & 
St. Louis Railway company. 


Mr. Brown's Letter. 


The letter is as- follows: 
"I have for two years contemplated 


Mldng to be relieved of the very exact- 
ing-duties and responsibilities of the po- 
sition of chief executive of the New York 
Central lines. 


"I have been in railroad service con- 


tinuously 
for more than 
forty-four 


years—twelve years of this service with 
the New York Central lines, five years 
'in charge of the operation and main- 
tenance of the property, two years as 
senior vice president and five years as 
president-r-and feel that I have earned 
that freedom from care, hard work and 
responsibility which can only be secured 
by retiring from active service. 


"In addition to my desire to be re- 


lieved of the burden and responsibility 
of my position,•! am admonished by ray 
failing hearing that I cannot, without 
serious embarrassment, continue to per- 
form the duties'of the position, either in 
the board room or in frequent important 
eonferenccs in which I must necessarily 
participate. 


"For these reasons, I beg to very re-

The records show that since the office, established by 


the last legislature, wont into operation six mouths ago, 
the Indiana, tin; marshal lias instituted prosecutions for 
arson and kindred crimes in twenty-eight, cases in nineteen 
of the ninety-two counties of Indiana. Two of the cases 
have been in. Allen county, in the twelve cases com- 
pleted there have been nine convictions, three acquittals 
and disagreements of .juries in two instances. 


It is thus gratifyingly apparent that the fire mar- 


shal's office is not to be merely a means of collecting fire 
statistics or of educational work along fire prevention 
lines, admirable as these purposes may be. There has 
been not only a* rigid investigation of every fire -which 
seemed in the least suspicious, but vigorous'steps toward 
prosecution that cannot fail to be valuable as a deterrent 
in other cases in which men might be tempted to apply 
the torch, either for the purpose of revenge or, with the 
idea of defrauding insurance concerns regardless of the 
jeopardy in which surrounding property is placed. It 
will be impossible, for an '-'arson trust" to operate suc- 
cessfully in Indiana against a continuous campaign of 
watchfulness and prosecution as has been inaugurated by 
the fire marshal's department during the first half year o'f 
its existence. 


•The weather bureau comes back promptly with an 


emphatic denial of the published charges that it had failed 
to give adequate warning of the"great lakes storm a week 
ago which cost scores of lives and uncounted thousands of 
dollars of damage, to shipping. As a matter of fact, there 
is often noted a disposition on the part of the lake sailors 
to disregard the weather bureau's storm warnings, doubt- 
less in the belief that experience has better qualified the 
lake navigator to judge of weather probabilities than the 
government meteorological expert. The weather .bureau 
doubtless has its shortcomings, but it appears to have been 
able to effectually clear its skirts in the present instance.
